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REMARKS 

Applicant has amended all claims to define the invention more particularly und distinctly 
so as to overcome the rejections and define the invention patentable over the prior art. 

The Claims Rejection Under 35 U.S-C 102(b) 

Claim 1 was rejected to wider 35 U.S.C. 1 12(b) since it was said to be anticipated by Sopcisak 
(5,614,669). 

Applicant requests reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection since Sopcisak (5,614,669) 
claims a combination **Air Pressure Gauge Tool for measuring tire pressure and for accessing, 
removing, retaining, and replacing valve dust-caps. . 

The Sopcisak (5.614,669) tool is designed for use on single mounted tire vehicles, such as 
passenger/private vehicles. The current invention is specifically designed for vehicles having 
dual-mounted lire arrangements such as trucks, trailers, buses, motor homes, heavy construction 
equipment, etc. Hie current invention facilitates access and removal of valve-stem caps on the 
inside dual-tire position and therefore is not anticipated by Sopcisak (5.614.669). 



The Claims Rejection Under 35 USC 1 12. 



Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for facing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim Ihe subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claims 2^5 arc rejected as foiling to define the invention in a manner required by 35 US.C.1 12. 

Applicant has amended claims 2-5 to define the invention more particularly and distinctly 
so as to overcome the rejections and define the invention patantabiy over the prior art 
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Applicant requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections.

CONCLUSION 



For all of the above reasons, the applicant submits that the claims comply with Section 1 1 2, the 
claims define over the prior art under Section 1 12 since Sopcisak (5,614,669) claims a 
combination Air Pressure Gauge Tool designed for use on vehicles with single mounted tires and 
does not anticipate the accessing of valve-caps on vehicles with dual-mounted tire arrangements. 
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Accordingly, the applicant submits that this application is in now in full condition for allowance 
which action applicant respectfully solicils.
